Hargis* approach to Patrick Frawley was made in 1962. Be sent 1 

Prawley a manuscript written by Julian Wllliaias and received an | 

invitation to visit Prawley whenever he was in California, His 
personal meeting, however, repulsed rather than irapjressed Prawley, 
and he was sent packing by Prawley, who evidently regarded him 
as something of a "con artist". The manuscript, incldentsdly, was 
finally published in 1965 under the title, "Distortion By Design", 
Hargis added a few lines here and there, chiefly in the form of 
introductory paragraphs, and issued it under his name. 


The picture of Billy James Hargis that emerges is that of a self- 
willed, erratic but domineering peraoaallty, Hargis is a frequent 
fj victim of changing moods, and does almost everything by "impulse".

The mnrveillance reflected that K^GIS was in contact witbJ|||||||H 
andJUIprand went into a restaurant with them following hl^See^ 
ing^l^ne night of July 9. 


"It is my belief that we should interview HARGIS 
at Talsa and have him estplain all these meetings and see if we 
can get him to "break" ~ that he was in on this deal and may still 
actually have the materials with which to conduct the bombing in 
Little Hock or in this area. By that I mean we ought to consider 
getting a permissive search warrant from him to search his home, 
car and any outbuildings at his residence. How, I recognize that 
he is a legitiimte minister who is a rabid segregationist, and I 
recognize also that he may try to get on the radio or say soaething 
about such an interview, but I think that the advantages greatly 
outweigh the disadvantages. 


"I think we can approach him on the basis that we 
have information that these people we have arrested in Little Rock 
have been in ocmtaet with him. We certainly do not want him to 
get the idea that we are Interfering with dr observing his religious 
serHces. I think if we approach it from that angle we will have 
no laroblem. In other words, we could let him thin^ that these 
Subjects have talked about their activities - now idiat ii his ^ 
position in connection with this contact and relatlonshipi
